DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the~internatidnal application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 1 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fukunaga 
(US 2003/0202539). 

Fukunaga discloses detecting whether a host is in a system (e.g., paragraph 
[0179], "whether isochronous data transfer is possible", i.e., cycle master "host" is in the 
system), if detected, querying the host for a channel and switching a channel selection 
logic (e.g., paragraph [0183], "channel number is acquired"), if not detected, determining 
a channel on which to communicate based on the number of devices on each channel 
(e.g., paragraph [0186], "asynchronous data transfer is started", see also paragraph 
[0125], "arbitration"). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Duong (US 6487628) discloses another host-based channel 
allocation scheme.
